roar was almost continuous. 


The raid was over almost us soon 
as it had started, Fifteen minutes 
after they appeared over the city the 
Japanese planes few across the Pearl 
River to Honam Island where, as 4 
parting gesture, they dropped a num- 
ber of bombs in the vicinity of the

Death Over Wuchang

Hankow, July 12.

The Chinese plancg showed renew- 
ed vigour in their operations in the 
vicinity of Kiuldiang, bombing the 
Japanese naval concentrations

While Japancse planes were bomb- 
ing Kiukliang, the Chinese machines 
raided the Japanese at Hslangkow 
causing, it is belleved, considerable 
dumage.—Trans-Ocenn.

The correspondent offered to 


publish the Japanese version of the] ° 


affair but the officer who interviewed 
him said this would not be sufficient. 
The correspondent, he said, must 
endorse tho Japanese investigations, 
although Mr. Oliver had no connec- 
tlon with the findings. 


The officer added that the matter 
had “aroused some feeling and your 
personal safety may, be endangered.”

HUGHES WELL. AHEAD 
OF POST’S RECORD 
FOR WORLD FLIGHT 


New York, July 12. 


_ Howard Hughes has reached the half-way mark in 
his. 13,000-mile flight around the world in less than two 


days. 


‘Hurtling across’ Europe and Siberia, he reached 
Omsk, on the trans-Siberian line, at 9 p.m. Moscow time 
(1 am. this morning Hongkong Time), and almost 
immediately departed again for Irkutsk. 

The total elapsed time from New York to Omsk, via 
Paris and Moscow, was 35 hours, 11 minutes. 


The airman and his four com- 
panions hopped off from Paris at 1.24 
am. B.S.T. and reached Moscow at 
11.16 a.m, (9.16 am. B.S.T.), cover~- 
ing France, Germany, Poland and 
part of Soviet Russia, a distance of 
1,675 miles, in just under eight hours. 

Staying only long enough to refuel 
his Lockheed monoplane, “New York 
World Fair, 1939,"' Hughes tool off 
from Moscow at 1.31 p.m. (1131 a.m. 
BS.T.) for his long filght across the 
wastes of Siberia and the Arctle te 
Alaska. 

At Moscow: he was 17% hours 
ahead of the record: time sct by the 
late Wiley -Post on ‘his ‘solo flight 
around the world over the same route 
in 1931. . y 

The flight from Moscow to Omsic 
took only 7 hours, 29 minutes, the 
plane landing gracefully. at the 
Siberian airport at 9 p.m., Moscow 
Time (7 p.m., B.S.T.). 

The National Broadcasting Corpora~ 
tion, which is corttinuously brond~ 
cnsting messages from Hughes over 
its radlo net work, announced this 
morning that the. airmen were 
winning across Siberia to Irkutsk, 
their next stop, leaving Omsk at 11.37 
p.m. B.S.T. : 

‘It'!s possible, however, that they 
will continue directly to Yakutsk, 
1,200 miles boyond Irkutsk, if condi- 
tlons remain fovourablo.

From early indications, it is estimated that the 
casualties were 100 dead and 200 wounded. The worst 
damaged section was around the Hupeh Provincial 
Hospital, the maternity ward of which collapsed, killing 
many patients. Correspondents saw the surviving 
mothers distractedly rocking and wailing over their 


babies only some days old. 


The Christian Alliance Miss‘on 
next door, flying the American flog, 
wns missed by a. few yards. The 
Chinese janitor's son was Killed. 
Half an block awny three bombs 
flnttened the hovels of the poor class, 
crushing many beneath the ruins. 


United Press representatives saw 
the parents weeping over the body 
of their daughter, her head sticking 
from the wreckage and blood bub- 
bling, from her mouth, 


There were no military objectives 
in the vicinity where the bombs fell. 

Twenty bombs were nlmed ‘ut 
Wuchang railway station. They 
missed the objective by 150 yards and 
houses In the vicinity were levelled 
and 30 civilians killed, principally 
children. 

A mother was noticed sitting at the 
doorway of u badly shaken temple, 
coddling her wounded baby und sur- 
rounded by wailing relatives,

Red cross workers turned out 
quickly and rendered eMcient ser- 
view, The crowds moved about in 
a curious frame of mind, without any 
feellng of panic, nor were there any 
signs of evacuation. 

The Japanese used pattern bom- 
bing, drupping four and six bombs 
simultaneously and destroying the 
widest arenas. 

Over 30 youths receiving wartime 
military training, who took shelter at 
Snake HiN, in Wuchang, were kili- 
ed. 

There has been no report of loss 
of Japanese planes In the dog-fights. 

Bodies still burled under the 
wreckage are estimated at over 100 
dend and 200 wounded.—United 
Press. 


OVER 100 DEAD 


Hankow, July 12. 

Excavations in the devastated area 
in‘ the Wuchang district continued 
this evening. There are over 100 
deud, and there js fear that scores 
more will be found under the wreck- 
age. 

Central News states that over 100 
bombs were dropped trom 34 planes, 
of which at least 12 were bombers. 

The raiders met anti-aircraft fire 
which, though heavy, was ineffective 
because of the high altitude. 

It is not known why Chinese 
planes did not fight, though it is pre- 
sumed that they were continuing 
their activity on the Yangtse river. 

American property Involved in the 
raid included St. Hilda’s School for 
giris under the Amerjcan Missions, 
which displayed two American flogs 
on top. It was struck by two bombs 
which destroyed a small house in the 
compound, where 250 refugees were 
quartered, None of them was hurt. 

Miss Helen Gosline, of Baittmore, 
was the only American in Hankow 
from the school. She was not pre- 
sent at the time of the bombing. 
Other teachers there are Venetia Cox, 
of Winterville, New Connecticut, now 
in Kuling, and Olive Tomlin of 
Lexington, Massachusetts, 

Six bombs encircled the Christian 
and Missionary Alliance Building, 
smashing all windows and killing 
two Chincse boys In the courtyard.

The Hon. John Walter Hulme was 
born in England in the year 1800. 
Very Mttle is Iknown of his youth, 
save that he was admitted tqthe Bar 
of the Middle Temple when he was 
quite young and early in his career 
he gained a reputation throughout the 
country as a sound lawycr. Pernups, 
much of his legal success was due to 
his associate, the famous Josepn 
Chitty, a barrister whose name is 
even yel a familar one with mem- 
bers of the legal profession, Whilst 
he wag assoclated with Chitty (who 
incidentally was his brother-in-law} 
Hulme coiloborated in the compila- 
tion of a number of well-known law 
books which added immensely to his 
reputation, 
-and also, undoubtedly, to his success 
as a practicing barrister he was «p- 
pointed to serve as Chicf Justice of 
the Colony of Hongkong, with the 
specific task of creating an efficient 
system of legal administration and 
proceedure from the old-fashloned 
military court which had given so 
much dissatisfaction. 


Feud With The 
Governor 


Judge Hulme arrived In Hongkong 
aboard H. M, S. Spltcful on May 7, 
1844. With bim as a fellow passen- 
ner on the voyage wase Sir John 
Francis Davis, the first adtual 
Governor of the Colony. The month 
following his arrival, he was appoint- 
ed to serve on the newly created 
Legislative Council. 

From the very first, Judge Hulme 
did not appear to “hit it off” very 
well with Governor Davis, and the 
dislike, which secmed to have been 
more or less mutual, svgn broke out 
into an active feud. The trouble 
started over the case of a British 
merchant in Canton, a Mr, Charles 
Spencer Compton, who had been {n- 
volved In some trouble in the foreign 
settlement at Shap-saam-hong. It 
seems that Compton had over-turned 
na hawker's stall on the “glorious 
Fourth” and had “beaten” up” a 
Chinese official who had attempted to 
restrain him. Four days later, “feei- 
ing unduly exuberant” he further 
engnuged in a fistie encounter with 
some of the Chincse on the border of 
the concession, which had extremely 
serious repercussions, ending up with 
a riot, in which three Chinese were 
killed. 

The British Consal at Canton, Mr. 
McGregor wrote to Sir John Davis 
for instructions, and was informed 
that he should at once take action 
against Compton, As & Tesult 
Compton was fined $200 for his part 
in the affair, but unfortunately, the 
legal aspects of the case became 
singularly twisted; for he was sen- 
tenced under one Jaw and fined 
under another. The circumstances 
were adjudged pecular, ‘and 
Compton appealed to the Courts of 
-Hongkong against the decision. 


Governor's Indictment 


The case was brought up before 
Chief Justice Tanera November 
26, 1846, and he quashed the sentence 
dnd the fine. Governor Davis wus 
extremely annoyed and sought means 
to suspend the Judge. However,

Second—For having been intoxi- 
ented at the house of Major-Gencral 
D’Aguilar in July 1846. 

Third—For being an 
drunkard. 

The Executive Council in addition 
to the Guvernor, was composed of the 
G. O. C., Major-General D’ Aguilar, 
Mr, H. K. Johnston (Secretary to Sir 
John Davis in his enpacity of 
Plenipotentiary), and. Major Caine. 
The G, 0, C. wus apparently on 
unwilling member of the examining 
body; for he vehemently protested 
agaist the whole proceedings, declar- 
ing that it was both shameful and 
disgusting to piliery a man who had 
been a guest at one of his parties. 

In vain did Judge Hulme demand a 
public hearing of the cuse, and the 
affair created intense excitement in 
the Colony. Public opinion became 
outspoken and menacing in attitude, 
The residents belleved that the gist 
of the matter was nothing 
more than an attempt to 
“railroad” the Chict Justice 
out of office. The public 
rallied manfully to his support and 


habitual 


every one agreed that even in that , 


day of hard drinkers, Judge Hulme 
was never on imbiber to excess. They 
never on imbiber to excess, They 
cited his appeatances in Court and the 
customary clarity of his judgments 
which would be impossible in a man 
who was nothing more than as the 
Governor alleged o “notorious wine 
bibber.” About sixty witnesses were 
called both for the prosecution and 
the defence, and all except one-- 
Major Cainc—testificd that the Chief 
Justice had never been unduly in- 
toxiealted. The testimony of Major 
Caine, however, was the deciding 
point with the Governor, and the 
Chief Justice was declared guilty on 
the first count—two years after it had 
allegedly occurred. In vain, did 
Major-General - D’Aguilar and the 
leading residents protest; for the 
Governot’s mind was made up, and 
he accordingly suspended Hulme 
from office on November 20, 1847. 


Over-Night Hero 


The unjust decision was received 
by the populace with the most 
marked feelings of disgust. The 
residents, not only of the Colony but 
also of Canton, -hastencd to present 
addresses to the Judge, who became 
over-night a hero. His determination 
to return at once’ to England in 
order to scek justice, made the 
remainder of his sojourn previous to 
embarking, almost a gaia of enter- 
{ainment. The suspenocd Judge was 
feted everywhere, and the Bar pre- 
sented a gold snuff-box to him, 
duitably inscribed... Upon his de- 
parture for Home on December 30, 
on the P. & O. Steamer Pekin, his 
send off. was a regal once 
Great crowds thronged to Pedder's 
Wharf, and the Chinese community, 
too, attended in large numbers. 
Flags were in evidence everywhere 
and the Chinese lIct off salvos of fire 
A champngne tiffin was 
given to the ‘Judge on board the 
ship in the harbour, and in every 
respect, it.was os a triumphant. 
rather thon suspended dignitary that 
he took his leave of Hongittng. 

Less than six months later, how- 
ever, he was pack again. This time 
he returncd os @ fully-reinstated 
official, his case having been 
vestigated by Lord Grey, Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, His arrival 
by the P, & O, Braganza on June 16, 
1848 was 
“singular triumph of justice over the 
dictntorinl methods of Governor Davis 
and his clique.” Governor Davis 
when he heard of it was alleged to 
have exclaimed: ‘Glorious news! 
am delighted to hear of it.” The 
Government Gazette duly announced 
the return in the following words: 

“The Honourable Chief Justice 
Hulme, hoving returned to Hong- 
kong, te-by the direction of the Right 
Honourable Her~ Majcsty’s “Principal 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
reinstated In office from this date 
inelusive. . : 

By Order,

Addressing those present, Mr. A. 
G. W. Tickle, Assistant Director of 
Public Works said: 


Although the Publle Works Re- 
creation Club has been in existence 
for more than two years, yet to 
many who ore present to-day it may 
be of interest to hear of its short 
history and progress to date, Its 
origin dates from 1936, when a few 
officers jin the Waterworks Sub- 
Department formed the Waterworks 
Recreation Club, which succeeded in 
providing some outdoor reercation for 
oMicers who, for various reasons, 
were unable to join other clubs. 
That this Mttle Club served o useful 
purpose became apparent to the 
Committee when applications for 
membership were received from other 
Sub-Departments of the Publics 
Works Department. 


Within four months of the in- 
ception of the Waterworks Club a 
#eneral meeting of representatives of 
all Sub-Departments passed a re- 
solution forming the Public Works 
Recreation Club, which bas for Its 
principal object “the promotion of 
sports ond recreation among all 
oMcers of the Public Works Depart- 
ment,” 


As the then Acting Directon of 
Public Works, I was happy to accept 
the Invitation to become a Patron of 
the Club, Mr. P. D. Wilson, the 
President of the Club, js now on 
leave, and, metaphorically, I am 
standing in his shoes in addressing you 
now. He will be glud to know that 
he is remembered by us to-day. 


The Vice-Presidents are Messrs. A. 
B. Purves, W. G. Fitz-Glbbon and J. 
A. Bendall, all of whom have given 
very willingly their helpful services, 
The General Committee tonsists of a 
Chairman, Secretary and Treasurer, 
and a representatve from cach of the 
Sub-Departments, The membership 
now exceeds two hundred and fifty. 


Handicaps Overcome 


The lack of premises and playing 
fields his been a handicap to the 
Committce which hns prevented their 
orranging any events in the field of 
sports.

In this connectlon It ig not 
dificult to single out - for special 
praise the untiring efforts of our Hon. 
Secretary, Mr. D. W. Luke. 

There have been others engaged on 
Sub-committee work whose names 
are too numcrous to be mentioned, 
but to whom nevertheless we accord 
our hearty congratulations for their 
efforts which have culminated in this 
happy ceremony,

to express our appreciation to Mr.

GIANT cranes, swinging 450-ton 

concrete blocks to extend a. 
man-made peninsula, signot a 
new prosperity for Marseille, 
France's busiest port. Long called 
the “Gateway to the Orient,” the 
city annually Is host to some 6700 

_ ships which anchor at her docks, 
and increasing ftraffc has now 
taxed factlitics. 

So a new canal fs being dredged 
to expand the city's docks on’ a 
neighboring salt Jogoon, a new 
basin and new docks near com- 
pletion at a cost of $100,000, a 
100-yard baggage counter is being 
built to speed up inspection of 
passengers. More than 500,000 
ocean travelers, pass through Mar- 
seille yearly. 

From-Marseille ships sailing to 
200 world ports carry chiefly tex~ 
tiles, flour, machinery. Incoming 
vessels from French Indo-China, 
North Africa, Italy, other parts of 
the globe, carry wine, olive oil, 
nuts, leather goods, spices, tea, 
coffee and dricd fruits. Visitors 
from these ships find much inter- 
esting in the historic old city, 
very often climb to the basilica, 
Notre Dume de Ja Garde, the, > to 
view the panoramn of the entire 
port.

Would you agree with me that to 
be a specialist in neurology is a dif- 
ferent thing to belng a specialist in 
mental diseases?—Yes.

It was required nowadays that the 
Medical OMfcer make out a report on 
prisoners awaiting trial on the capi- 
tal charge and in Chun’s case he had 
sent in his report stating that he c- 
garded him as sane. 
In reply to qucstions, witness said

He sald his mother was 
76, his father hnd died after a four 
days illness, he had two brothers one 
of whom was a shoemaker in Eng- 
land and accused added that he him- 
self was married and had two child- 
ren living near Canton.

With regard to Dr. Pfister’s ques- 
tions, witness said: I regret to say 
My Lord, that I have taken the op- 
portunity of asking prisoners why 
they did not go and fight for Chiang 
Kal-shele and a great many of them 
do not know who he is. I have ask- 
ed many why they came to prison 
instead of fighting and scores of them 
do not know there is a war on.

SHOWED MENTAL DISORDER 


Mr. Challinor had said that ac-|_ 


cused was stupid, difficult and im- 
possible as a servant and Counsel 
submitted that those adjectives must 
apply to accused as a man also. ‘Dr, 
Durran had sald that sufferers from 
epileptic equivalent did not as a 
feneral rule Iknow what they were 
doing but there were rare exceptions 
when recollection did come back to 
them. Dr. Thomas had agreed that 
the cumulative effect of accused’s ‘acts 
showed mental dfsorder. 

Referring to prisoner’s confession, 
Counsel said there were two views 
to It: it might be true or it might 
be merely further evidence on his 
state of mind. It was for the Jury 
to sny whether the confession could 
be believed, for it had been known 
that there were such things as false 
confessions, Prisoner had stated he 
was not feeling well, when he was 
in the witness-box, and the strain 
of the trial might have induced him 
to make up his mind to say some- 
thing to put an end to “this miscr- 
able dragged-out trial.” 


PREVIOUS SEIZURES 


The evidence of Dr. Pfister had 
been clear and consistent. Ho had 
made two elaborate examinations of 
accused, and was of the opinion that 
prisoner was in a very low mental 
condition and that at the time of the 
murder he was suffering from what 
was Imown as epilepic cquivalent 
-—went mad, and did not know what 
he was doing. This might have been 
due to domestic trouble, the notice 
to quit or the refusal of a reference. 
That accused had been subjected te 
such seizures had been stated, in 
evidence by two persons, who hala 
that on one occasion prisoner broke 
up the crockery in the Ieitchen and 
on_ another smashed the furniture. 

On the question of medical evid- 
ence, it was only falr to say-that Dr. 
Shaw did not agree with Dr. Pfister’s 
diagnosis. Dr. Shaw, however, had 
admitted he could not give any 
opinion as to the mental condition 
of the prisoner when the stabbing 
touk place. Further, he had not 
listened to all the evidence, whereas 
Dr. Pfister had, 


QUESTION OF MOTIVE 


Dealing with the question of 
motive, Counsel said there was some 
evidence of a grievance on the part 
of prisoner, real or Imaginary, about 
his treatment by Mr. and Mrs. Chal- 
linor, It was for the Jury to say 
whether that that was enough motive 
far the dreadful killing, but Counsel 
submitted that n motive such as this 
was negligible to the mind of a sane 
person for such an attack, 1f he had 
determined to murder Mr." Challinor,

Mr. Whyntt opened his address by 
paying a tribute to Mr..Macnamuora 
for his “battle against adversity,” a 
fact which always excited his ad- 
miration and sometimes sympathy, 
because he was battling on behalf of 
a man who had confessed to the 
Icilling and who had apologised for 
wasting the time of the Court. 


Prisoner, continued Counsel, hod 
admitted he knew what he was doing 
was wrong, he was labouring under 
great provocation, and was angry at 
the time. That was a strong motive. 

He had removed his belongings to 
a clansman of his beforg the Idlling, 
and the only rational explanation for 
this action, Counsel suggested, was 
what he was preparing for a speedy 
exlt from the Colony. 


The reason why he did not leave 
the Colony after the stabbing. was 
because he was not in a fit condition 
to do so, as he was covered with 
dlood and suffering from cuts and. 
wounds, and, hia garments were 
torn. A sane man with the highest 
standard of mentality would be 
suffering from great mental shock, if 
he had gone through what prisoner 


did. 
FOR JURY TO DECIDE 


Counsel said he did not care what 
was the mental condition of accused 
pvhen he attacked the coolle; what he 
was concerned with «as his mental 
condition when he attacked Mrs. 
Challinor, The accused had made his 
confession In the witness box and it 
was not for any doctor or anybody 
else to tell the jury whether to 
believe that confession or not. The 
jury themselves were the best judges 
of that and an eminent authority had 
laid down that there was no better 
human test than the evidence of the 
prisoner himsceif in the witness box 
where he was under no threat, no 
inducement ond no {ll-founded hope. 
Those conditions, he suggested, per- 
tained to this case. 


‘It was a cardinal rule that an 
Accused must be regarded as respon- 
sible for his actiong until the contrary 
was proved, and the onus for that 
proof must fall on the defence. 

“Accussed stands there to-day, o 
sane man.

But 
what is a little ludicrous is the 
Japanese claim to ownership of 
the Paracels at this late date, 
the discovery, it is said, having 
been made by a Japanese who 
has been carrying on an export 
business from the group for 
years. This is all very confus- 
ing; the more so since, to most 
observers it will appear that the 
ownership of the Paracels is 


scarcely a thing to quarre) seri~ 


ously about. 


As far as France is concerned, 
there really seems to be no good 
reason to doubt her sincerity 
when she says that police have 
been despatched simply to safe- 
guard the staff of meteorologi- 
cal and other workers there, 
whose work is essential to the 
safeguarding of international 
navigation in theso dangerous 
waters. It ‘is possible that

The Hon, John Walter Hulme was 
born jn England in the year 1600. 
Very Ittle Is known of his youth, 
save that he was admitted to the Bar 
of the Middle Temple when he was 
quite young and carly in his carcer 
he gained a reputation throughout the 
country os a sound Inwyer, Perhaps, 
much of his Iegal suecess was due to 
his ossocinte, the famous Josepn 
Chitty, a barrister whose name ifs 
even yet a familiar one with mem- 
bera of the Iegal profession, Whilst 
he wng associated with Chitty (who 
incldentally was hts brother-in-law) 
Hulme collaborated in the compila- 
thon of a number of well-known law 
books which added immensely to his 
reputation, Largely on this account, 
and also, undoubtedly, to his succes 
as o practicing barrister he was ap- 
pointed to serve as Chief Justice of 
the Colony of Hongkong, with the 
specific task of creating an eftlcient 
system of legal administration and 
procedure from the old-fashioned 
milttary court which had given so

Feud With The 
Governor 


Judge Hulme arrived In Hongkong 
aboard H, M, S. Spiteful on May 7, 
1044, With him as ao fellow passen- 
ver oon the voyage wis Sir John 
Franets Davis, the first actual 
Governor of the Colony, The month 
following his arrival, he was appyint- 
ed to serve on the newly created 
Legislative Council. 

From the very first, Judge Hulme 
did not appear to “hit it off" very 
well with Governor Davis, and the 
distike, which seemed to hive been 
more or less mutual, soon broke out 
into an active feud. The trouble. 
started over the case of a British 
merchant In Canton, a Mr. Charles 
Speneer Compton, who had been in- 
volved {n some trouble in the foreign 
settlement at Shap-saam-hong. It 
seetns that Compton had over-turned 
a hawker’s stall on the “plortous 
Fourth” and had “benten up” a 
Chinese official who had attempted to 
restrain him, Four days Jater, “feci- 
jing unduly exuberant” he further 
engaged in a fistic encounter with 
some of the Chinese on the border of 
the concession, which had extremely 
serious repercussions, ending up with 
a rlot, in which three Chinese were 
Kied. 

The British Consul at Canton, Mr. 
McGregor wrote to Sir John Davis 
for instructions, and was informed 
that he should at once take action 
against Compton, As a result 
Compton was fined $200 for his part 
in the affair, but unfortunately, the 
legal aspects of the case became 
singularly twisted: for he was sen- 
tenced under one Jaw and fined 
under another. The circumstances 
were adjudged _s peculiar, an. 
Compton appealed to the Courts of 
Hongkong against the decision, 


Governor’s Indictment 


The case was brought up before 
Chief Justice Hulme on November 
26, 1846, and he quashed the sentence 
and the fine, Governor Davis was 
extremely annoyed and sought means 
to suspend the Judge. However,

unwilfing member of the examining 
body; for he vehemently protested 
agaist the whole procecdings, declar- 
Ing that it was both shameful and

In vain did Judge Hulme demand a 
public hearing of the case, and the 
affair created intense excitement in 
the Colony. Public opinion became 
outspoken and menacing jn attitude. 
The residents believed that the gist 
of the matter was nothing 
more than an attempt to 
“railroad” the Chiet Justice 
out of office. The public 
rallied manfully to his support and 
every one agreed that even in thot 
day of hard drinkers, Judge Hulme 
Was never an imbiber to excess, They 
cited his appearances in Court and the 
customary clarity of his judgments 
which would be impossible in » man 
who was nothing more than as the 
Governor alleged a “notorious wine 
bibber.” About sixty witnesses were 
calied both for the prosecution and) 
the defence, and all except once-- 
Major Caine—testified that the Chief 
Justice had never been unduly in- 
toxicated. The testimony of Major 
Caine, however, was the deciding 
point with the Governor, and the 
Chief Justice was declared guilty on 
the first count—two years after it had 
allegedly occurred. In vain, did 
Major-General D’Aguilar and the 
leading residents protest; for the 
Governor's mind was made up, and 
he accordingly suspended Hulme 
from office on November 30, 1847, 


Over-Night Hero 


The unjust decision was received 
by the populace with the most 
marked feelings of disgust. The 
residents, not only of the Colony but 
also of Canton, hastened to present 
addresses to the Judge, who becume 
over-night a herg. His determination 
to return ‘at once to England in 
order. to seek justice, made the 
remainder of his sojourn previous to 
embarking, almost a gala of enter- 
tainment. The suspenaed Judge was 
feted everywhere, and the Bar pre- 
sented a gold snuff-box to him, 
suitably inscribed. Upon his de- 
parture for Home on December 30, 
on the 'P. & O. Steamer Pekin, his 
send off was a regal one _indecu. 
Grent crowds thronged to Pedder's 
Wharf, and the Chincse community, 
too, attended in large numbers. 
Flags were in evidence everywhere 
and ‘the Chinese let off salvos of fire 
crackers, A champagne tiffin was 
given to the Judge on board the 
ship in the harbour, and in every 
respect, Jt was as a triumphant. 
rather than suspended dignitary that 
[he tools his leave of Hongkong. 
Less than six months later, how- 
ever, ho waa back again. This tlme 
he returned os a fully-reinstated 
official, his case having been in- 
vestigated by Lord Grey, Secretary 
of State for the Colonics, His arrival 
by the P, & O, Braganza on Junc 16, 
1848 was halicd by.the people as a 
“singular triumph of justice over the 
dictatorial methods of Governor Davis 
ond his.'clique.""

GIANT cranes, swinging 450-ton 

conerete blocks to extend a. 
man-mode peninsula, signal na 
new prosperity for Marscille, 
Franct’s busiest port. Long calicd 
the “Gateway to the Orient,” the 
city annually is host to some 6700 
ships which anchor at her docks, 
and increasing traMfec has now 
taxed facilities. 

So a new canal is being dredged 
to expand the city’s docks on’ na 
neighboring salt Jagoon, a new 
basin and new docks near com- 
pletion at a cost of $100,000, n 
100-yard baggage counter is being 
byilt to speed up inspection of 
passengers. More than 500,000 
ocean travelers, pass through Mar 
scille yearly. 

From: Marseille ships sailing to 
200 world ports carry chiefly tex- 
tiles, flour, machinery. Incoming 
vessels from French Indo-China, 
North Africa, Italy, other parts of 
the globe, carry winc, olive oil, 
nuts, Icather goods, spices, tea, 
coffee and dricd fruits.
